London, Ky., Nov. 29— [Special.]— 
Tho special grand Jury impaneled by 
Judge H. C. Faulkner to investigate 
tho killing of James Sparks by Master 
Commissioner Robert Boyd. Jr., re¬ 
turned an Indictment against Mr. Boyd, 
charging him with willful murder. 

Circuit Judge Faulkner, being re¬ 
lated to Mr. Boyd, declined to hear the 
defendant's motion for bail and an¬ 
nounced that he would decline to have 
any further official connection with the 
caae, Mr. Boyd's attorneys. Judge 
James D. Black, of BarbourviRe; 
George P. Johnson and King Perkins, 
of Williamsburg, and Judge W. L. 
Brown and George G. Brock and Mr. 
Boyd’s law partner. II C. Clay, took 
out a writ of habeas corpus before Cir¬ 
cuit Judge M. J. Moss, of the Twenty- 
sixth judicial district, who happened to 
be In London attending Federal Court. 
The case was set for hearing to-day 
and the most of the duy ha* been taken 
up in hearing the evidence. 

The hearing was concluded late this 
afternoon and Judge Moss decided the 
defendant was entitled to boll and sec 
the amount of his bond at $ 10 , 000 , which 
was promptly filled, with J. B. White 
and George P. Johnson, of Williams' 
burg, and C. C. McClure, of this city, 
as sureties.

Tho book is a summitry of the most 
advanced thought, offering many sug¬ 
gestions full of hope to the race.

All goes well until statistics begin to 
show that It is only a question of time 
when the Ideal state of Azalea will be 
without citizens.

The rulers meet together and 
consult for months how to force Into 
matrimony the young men and women 
so eminently fitted physically and 
morally to furnish citizens. Various 
causes are put forth and viewed prin¬ 
cipally through the eyes of a very 
charming young girl, Violet Castle- 
dene. who visits her various married 
friends trying to solve the problem for 
herself and her lover. 

The solons think to smooth their dif¬ 
ficulty by passing a law for the limita¬ 
tion of the marriage contract. All mar¬ 
riages are to be declared off at the end 
of three years, of course with the priv¬ 
ilege of renewing the contracts. Thence 
ensues some Interesting predicaments, 
which, when told, do not differ very 
materially from the acts and thought 
that are to be met with as a result of 
our every-day church marriages.

End of the Jamestown Exposition. 

To-day marks tho close of the 
jhmostown Exposition which was for¬ 
mally opened on the 26th of April last. 
In view of the hite period nt which the 
buildings and grounds were completed, 
according to the plan adopted, the 
question of extending the exposition 
another summer has been mooted. It 
hits not, however met with adequate 
response and It may be regarded as 
conclusive that the suggestion will not 
be carried out. An alternative purpose 
concerning the further use of the 
grounds Is for their maintenance next 
year as a large amusement park with 
•»omo exposition features. But while 
there Is a desire to utilise the grounds 
and buildings for some useful pur¬ 
pose, instead of razing the latter to 
I he ground, as has been the custom 
In similar oases, there are certain 
complications growing out of the 
practically bankrupt condition of the 
commission in charge which will 
scarcely permit to. Being in arrenra 
to tho Federal Government for the 
greater part of tho large sum of 
more than a million dollars advanced 
for the installment of the exposition. 
e\en though there be no specific lien. 
It would lmp|y such claim ns a creditor 
«s would require Its assent before any 
plan for the use of the premises could 
be considered, to say nothing of the 
consent of the States as to their build¬ 
ings. 

For all practical purposes, therefore, 
to-day may bo considered as terminat¬ 
ing the life of the Exposition, which 
although not u successful ilnanei.il 
vemture has served well to commemo¬ 
rate the three hundredth anniversary 
of the settlement of America by the 
Anglo-Saxon race, ft has revived the 
history of that epoch and by compari¬ 
son with the conditions between the 
period commemorated and the present 
when. Instead of a savage country with 
scarepiy a plac* on the map of the 
worm, it has a civilized population of 
more than S0.OOO.OOO, and Is second to no 
country In all the elements of clvilixi- 
tlon, wealth and popular freedom; The 
failure of the exposition, as a money- 
earning venture, has been due to con¬ 
ditions which will serve :u* warnings 
against similar errors in the future. 
For sttocase with expositions on so 
large a scule. it is necessary that 
they be held In' proximity to a large 
city, where labof can be had readily 
for the construction of th.^ buildings 
and other necessary work, and which 
will furnish In its Inhabitants a steady 
attendance, lnrtead of being dependent 
upon those who come a long distance 
with the historic Interest of the occa¬ 
sion as the incentive. 

As a result of the absence of these 
conditions at Jamestown It was with 
great difficulty and only at large ex¬ 
pense that labor could be secured for 
the preparation of the grounds and the 
erection of tho buildings. The delay 
thus entailed has been. In some quar¬ 
ters. charged to tho alleged southern 
lack of energy or that practical push 
Claimed as a somewhat exclusive char 
acterlstic of the people of the more 
Northern zone*. But this is error, as 
shtrA'V by tile fAct that the greatest 
exhibition of such dilatorlneas was by 
the Federal Government, which has 
tio Southern element in It. in not corn 
plating the $500,000 Government concrete 
pier until within about sixty days of 
the close of the exposition. The deficit 
in gate receipts, from the comparative 
isolation of the spot, has been shown 
by the fact that while, the Chicago 
and St. Louis Fairs there were days

The older patrons of the Courier- 
Jout nu I love it. both for the enemies it 
has made and the way It has made 
them. Always fur the “under dog.” It 
li.is tuner quailed before the entire pack 
of hounds when it has believed the 
“under dog” had the right of It. Wher- 
, ever it has seen hypocrisy and fraud 
I Pharisaism and perfidy. It has smitten 
them hip and thigh; the more puissant

heartier its blows. 

Its single purpose has been to arrive 
ut truth and to keep its readers wise 
with Itself as to pausing events. thHr 
bearing upon affuins. their meaning and 
portent. Disdaining to lie even for its 
party, it has never worn the collar of 
any boss, or run with any machine. 
Thus, refusing to betray the public In¬ 
terest to any private or organized in¬ 
terest. it has been generally in opposi¬ 
tion to the puffed-up custodians of 
power, who rattle round in a little brief 
authority and have' no use for a news¬ 
paper except to bend it to their selfish 
ends. As a consequence, these forty 
years, the Courier-Journal hits enjoyed 
scant favor at Court, holding consist 
ently aloof from the various throne* of 
grace at Washington, at Frankfort and 
down about Sixth and Jefferson streets 
In the City of Louisville. The archives 
of the Executive Offices, Federal. State 
and Municipal, may be cited in proof of 
this.

The Agricultural Review. 

The eleventh annual report of the 
•Secretary of Agriculture Is made pub¬ 
lic to-day. It contains 138 pages, and 
discusses a variety of subjects. After 
a review of production for the current 
year It proceeds, successively, to the 
discussion of the Weather Bureau, that 
of anipml Industry, plant Industry, for¬ 
est service, the Bureaus of Chemistry. 
Soils, Entomology and Statistics, t]ie 
office of experiment stations and of 
public roads. 

In reviewing production the Secre¬ 
tary says R has been a year of unto¬ 
ward conditions, requiring all the skill 
of our farmers to grow an average 
crop. The season hns been erratic and 
there has been a scarcity of help. There 
has, however, been no general crop fail¬ 
ure, even within small areas. The 
production Is well up to Lite average 
in quantity, while the value to tho 
farmers, as it now appears, will 'reach 
a figure above that of 1906. which much 
exceeded the wealth production of any 
previous year on farms. 

The com crop of the United Slates 
is most important of alL It consti¬ 
tutes four-fifths of the world’s produc¬ 
tion of corn. The production of this 
cereal for 1907 is put at 2,563,732,000 
bushels, which" T«^ nearly tho average 


been three larger crops—Jn 1899, 1905 
and 1906. In value the crop of this year 
Is much above that of lust. On the 
assumption that it will be sold at an 
average price not below the present 
one, it is worth 11.350.000.000, or .26 per 
cent, above the average value of the 
five crops preceding. 

There is some doubt as to what crop 
occupies the second place, cotton or 
hay. Secretary Wilson says that ap 
parervtiy the hay crop this year exceeds 
that of cotton. Its value at tl$e com¬ 
puted figures of 61.420,000 tons is $660.- 
000,000. Th^ tonnage has been exceed¬ 
ed several times, but the value Is $65,- 
,000 above the highest previous one. 
The farm value of cotton and Its seed 
Is put at from $650,000,000 to $675,000,- 
000, so that it la clearly third in impor¬ 
tance, if not second. This year's, crop 
U thought to bo the third In size of 
those cy’er raised. Its ftmn value is a 
little below' that of last year, but other¬ 
wise it will be lhe valuable cotton 
crop ever raised, and 7 per cent, above 
the average value of the crop for the 
previous five year*. Tho crop will be 
sufficient, with tlie surplus of last year, 
to supply the wan*9 of the world. The 
fear of a cotton famine ha* not been 
justified, and tho efforts of European 
spinners to make themselves independ¬ 
ent of the upland cotton of the South 
have tu>t made IhernHclves felt One 
of tho strong points In favor of thl* 
country’s cotton Is the low cost of 
transportation. Tho average charge 
for transporting 100 pounds of cotton 
from the farm to the local shipping 
point is sixteen cents; from tho local 
shipping point to the seaport forty 
cents, and from the seaport to the 
United Kingdom thirty-two cents; the 
total being eighty-two cents per 100 
pounds, or lees than a cent a pound. 

Tho wheat crop Is fourth In value. 
That of tihls year la 5 per cent, de¬ 
ficient when compared with the a/ve;-< 
age for the preceding five years. The 
production is estimated at 625,676.0JO 
bushel it and the value at $500,000,000. 
It Will be sufficient for local needs, and 
leave many bu.shefls for export, though 
not so much as usual. Tho oats crop 
te the only large one to which a great 
degree of failure attaches. It U 741, 
521.000 bushels* ar.d Js 19 per cent, be¬ 
low the average of the preceding five 
years. Its value, however, is $360,000,- 
000, or much more than the most valu¬ 
able oats crop heretofore produced. 

The tobacco crop has declined this 
year to 645.213,000 pounds, ami Is the 
smallest for many years. It Is 11 per 
c^nc. under that of the preceding five 
yrars, but it is valued at $67,000,000, cr 
6 per cent, about the five years’ aver¬ 
age. ^ 

In summurlzing. the seven cereal 
crop* of the country show a yield of 
.135,000,000 bushels, u loss of 214,000,- 
000 as compared with the preceding five 
years. But the total value makes a 
new* high record of $296,000,000 above 
that of 1906. The production of 1907 
has been a good one. ^ie loss In oats, 
wheat, tobacco and some minor crops 
hos been counterbalanced by the in¬ 
crease «bo\V the average in cotton, hay. 


tuted 29pi* r c ©n<t. of our total ex 
ports. If the products which are large¬ 
ly agricultural be added to others which 
are wholly *t> the remhttnt of our ex¬ 
ports Is but 28 % per cent, of the total 
value for 1907. 

On the whole, the review of this 
year’s crop* Is highly encouraging. Tb*> 
values, of course, ere swollen by the 
general trend of high prices, and the 
farmers have to pay more for their 
supplies. Nevertheless, the review of 
the crops is highly encouraging.

If he should succeed in so 
popularizing virtue and triumphing 
over vice as to make Minot a moral, 
ejx>tloss town, hie plan of bringing his 
Satanic Majesty to his knees, and caus¬ 
ing him to sue for a loophole of escape 
from a city grown too hot lo hold him 
and his legions, might bo followed. 
What profit might not accrue to Atles 
contemplating the regeneration of Mi¬ 
not from a distance? 

Self-reliance is oue of the most hope¬ 
ful tynd helpful traits of character. 
Without It great achievement la im¬ 
possible. Success Is the result of grit 
und faith in one’s powers to do, or to 
outdo, what other men have doue.

Caruth In a will written July, 1004. be 
carried out A> u matter of fact, these 
beouests were carried out some time ago. 
and the will by which Judge Caruth re¬ 
ceived his wife’s total property was 
never probated. Mrs Onnith's will pro¬ 
vided that her property should go first to 
her husband, and. at his death, to the 
legatees who have now received her prop¬ 
erty. • 

Judge Caruth leaves his life insurance 
to Maria I>. Boyce. His interest in the 
business of the firm of Caruth. Chatter- 
son A- BUtx is given his law partner*. J. 
M. Chattcroon and 8 8 Hilts. The testa¬ 
tor provides that the body of hi* wife be 
removed and placed by hi* side in the H. 
C. Caruth lot In Cave Hill cemetery. A 
monument not costing more than $3,000 
shall be erected over the lot. The rest 
of the property goe* to his brothers. 
Henry O. Caruth and George W. Caruth. 
and niece, Hattie Caruth Steer. Should 
these legatees wish, they may carry out 
the provisions of a will written by the 
testator February IS. 11*04. The character 
of these provisions are not made known.
